Tho: Acttna ArronNEY-GuNnERAL—I ber 
to more -the second reading of a Dil: 
intitled “An Ordinance for amending. the 
laws relating to the construction of buildings 
in. tho colony of Hongkong.”

The Singapore Government hasdetermined 
to-mal clean -swesp-of Chinose_eeerel-so- 
eietiea in the Straits Settlements, With 
tbat- object an Ordinance bas: recently been 
passed’ which gnve rise-to_ much discussion 
during its paseage through the Legislative 
Council, the second reading being carried b 
the official vote againat that of tho whole. of 
the wnofficin! members,. Somo of the latter 
approved. of the object the Government 
has ‘ip view, ‘but. dienpproved of . the 
methoda adopted - for: securing it, while 
others questioned tha prudence of striking at 
secret socisties en bloc, and aven contended 
that the bodies wore to some-extent useful 
inetitulions, . As to the utility of tha socke- 
ties,-we tay refer “to what one of, them bas 
to siy on its own behalf, A petition against 
tho Bil! waa presented to the Governor by 
tbe office, holdera and hendmen.of six regis- 
tered branches of the Ghee Hin Society: 
Their object in petiticning, they. profess, was, 
not merely self-proservation ; they desired 
also to dispel “ coftain erroneous ini pressions 
as to their dangerous chnracteristicg.ind re- 
move to some extent the gross -augpttion of 
their constant attitade of aitugontan and 
défiince to all mensures for the public good 
not in consonance with their, own interésta.”
